Claims 1 7 - 27, 29 - 31 , 33 and 66 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach receiving meta data corresponding to a audio/video program, the metadata 
comprising a plurality of probabilities, each corresponding to a portion of the program, 
the probabilities representing a probabilistic combination of sports-specific events and 
sports-generic events identified in the program and rendering, based on the metadata, 
portions of the program as summary of the program. 

The prior art reference to Chang et al (US 5,828,809) teaches a method and 
apparatus for indexing information from digital video data. Chang teaches processing 
audio data, particularly sports-generic audio data including words like "touchdown" and 
"fumble" to create a summary of a program. However, Chang fails to teach creating 
summary of program based on sports-specific events and sports-generic events, 
wherein sports-specific events comprise baseball hits and sports generic events 
comprise excited speech.
